The question of female suffrage is 


being discussed by many persons in 
this State. The tenor of the arguments, 
for and against it implies that tbei e 
are persons who favor, it and persons 
•who oppose it that believe that it is in 
the power of the Legislature to grant 
it. Such, however, is not the fact Ihe 
Constitution of the State 'of Nevada, 
Section 1, Article II, provides that 
" every white male citizen of the United 
States (not laboring under the disabili- 
ties named in the Constitution), ot ihe 
age of twenty-one years and upwards, 
who shall have actually, and not con- 
struotifely, resided in the Stato six 
months, and in the district or county 
thirty day next preceding any election, 
shall be entitled to vote for all offi- 
cers." 


This restricted the suffrage to white 


male citizens of the United States of 
the age of twenty-one years or upwards. 
The Fifteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States declaies 
" Tho right of the citizens of the United 
States to vote bhall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States, or by 
any State, on account of race, coloi or 
previous condition of servitude." 


This annulled the restriction to white 


male citizens in the Nevada Constitu- 
tion, and had the word " sex " been in- 
cluded with "race and color," it -would 
have given women the franchise, i e- 
gardlesn of the word "malo" in T'.O 
State Constitution. Sex was omitted^ 
however, whether purposely or unin- 
tentionally, from the Fifteenth Amond- 
ment, and while the putfr.-ge was fi 
male negroes ir> Nevada and othtr 
States, it is denied women, whether 
white or black. 


To give women the privilege of vot- 


ing in the State of Nevada the Consti- 
tution will have to be amended by 
striking out the word "male" from 
that instrument. To amend the Con- 
stitution the proposed amendment 
must be agreed to by a majority of ail 
the members elected to each of the two 
Houses of the Legislature,and referred 
to the Legislature then next to bo 
chosen, and if agreed to by a majority 
of all the membeis elected to each 
House, then the amendment is to be 
submitted to the people for ratification. 


Under the provisions of tne Consti- 


tution all that the incoming Legisla- 
ture can do to give women the voting 
privilege ia to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution striking out the 
word "male." If the Legislature of 
1897 appioves that amendment then it 
is to be submitted to the people at the 
ballot box, and if a majority of those 
voting for and against *he amendment 
ratify it no distinction -w Jl be made in 
Nevada between citizens of the United 
States on account of sex, so far as the 
privilege of voting is concerned. 


States bordering on the United States 
would not be a drop in the bucket of 
the Chicago market. The Mexicans are 
not cattle-raisers to any considerable 
extent. They go in for sheep, goats 
and burros; and, besides, the Mexican 
cattle are of so inferior a class they 
would hardly pay for shipment. The 
custom-house authorities report only 
1,456 head entered from Mexico during 
the year, of which 1,411 head were 
American cattle which bad been tem- 
porarily pastured over the line. These 
importations, of course, paid $5 per 
head import duty."

Sidney Dell of the Supreme Court 


bar of Oregon has in the last two years 
written leading articles for the Virginia 
Chronicle in advocacy of free coinage.

B. P. Bland on the silver question, a 
copy of which he furnished the Chron- 
icle. In this letter Mr. Dell says: 


I notice you claim you will report a 
free coinage bill if your committee will 
act, but you are doubtful as to what 
you can get them to do. If you are 
really in favor of free coinage you 
would not wait upon the doubtful 
action of a lukewarm committee. You 
would put a free coinage rider upon 
every important bill in the House." In 
this way you can prevent the Speaker's 
committee appointments from con- 
trolling legislation. You have been 
posing a good many years as a cham- 
pion of silver m a comfortable place 
without any practical results. Your 
recent defeat would indicate a doubt of 
your sincerity. I urge you to force the 
free coinage issue at this short session 
by a rider. I believe ijroia the Presi- 
dent's message he would not veto it; 
besides, he would fear a Quiteau. If 
we do not get it at this session two 
more years of ruiu will be upon as. 
-Inirty billions of confiscation through 
the gold standard since May 1,1893, is 
more than we can stand. 


There are two months le't for Mr. 


Bland and the other real or feigned 
friends of silver in Congress to prove 
their loyalty to silver. As Mr. DeU 
suggests, they can put a free coinage 
rider on every important bill that 
comes before Congress. If they do not 
succeed in getting a bill with such a 
rider through both houses they can 
block legislation and force the Presi- 
dent to convene Congress in extra sas- 
sion after the 4th of March next. That 
will give tue Republicans opportunity 
to show their hands on the silver ques- 
tion, and px-o^e the truth of what their 
organs in this State assert: that the 
party is in favor of free coinage. 


Aiiothci Missing Vessel Arrives ia Port. 


SAN FRANCISCO, December 26—The 


bark Courtney Ford, lumber laden 
froinPoit Berkeley for Fiji, put into 
port this atternoou in distress. She 
encountered the recent terrific storm 
oQ the northern coast. Oil the 7th 
inst. when forty miles southwest of 
Cape Flattery she rart into the hurri- 
cane which bung on for three days. 
Herforetop gallant mast with all at- 
tached and her jibboom and sails were 
carried away. 
Her deckload also 


shifted. 


The Courtney Ford reports that yes- 


terday when off the Farrallones she 
sighted the schooner John F. Miller 
with her sails apparently blown away. 


Sho also reports that she passed Cape 


Flattery about dusk on the evening of 
December 7th, and that the missing 
steamer Keweenaw, bound for San 
Francisco, crossed her bow at that 
time. The wind was then bad, as the 
big storm was then brewing, and she 
noticed that the Kewoenaw slowed 
down quickly aud headed to sea. Cap- 
tain Miller's belief then, and it has 
been greatly strengthened since his 
arrival in port was that some of the 
Keweeuaws machinery broke down at 
the time. Tf this was true it is thought 
that the Keweenaw went to the bottom 
two days later, as no disabled vessel 
could have lived during the storm. 


Mnut Serve His Time. 


MADEEA, Cal., December 2&—W. V. 


Baird, the noted forger of the Madera 
Bank and the John Brown Colony, was 
arrested to-day, the Supreme Court 
having overruled his appeal and will be 
taken to the Fresno jsil for thirty days, 
at the expiration of which he will be 
taken to the penitentiary to serve six 
years sentence. Baird was convicted in 
Fresno county *wo years ago on two 
charges and at tcnced to six years on 
the first and three years on the second 
charge. The Supreme Court bad sus- 
tained an appeal on the second charge 
and to-morrow was set for re-trial.

Alton of New Jerusalem was arrested 
yesterday on a charge of iasanity.

on his way to Washington to kill him 
when intercepted by the officers. He 
was locked up in a cell last night, and 
almost demolished it, tearing the boards 
from the wall and doing considerable 
damage. He was almost nude this 
morning when the officers removed 
him from the demolished cell to an- 
other.

In his ravings 
he sees all kinds of demons, and this 
morning said that he could raise the 
dead and make the sea give up its 
treasures.

vriie or sweetheart. He adds: 


"I would nob go so far as to ask them 


to put their uamos to the subscriptions, 
bnt would suggest that they send their 
csitt» anonymously to the Smith fund 
as a s-ort of conscience money. Not only 
would tho fund thus attain handsome 
proportions-, but it would form a unique 
and permanent memorial of tho extent 
to which human nature prevails in man.

did, 
in my opinion, was to say that he 


hud boon flirting. Flirting can no more 
bo carried on by one person than one 
person C.HI play at lawn tennis. In its 
luauro it is a gurno of reciprocity, but 
tho uso of tho word was evidently an.
